Hardy Newfoundland fishermen today 
made the trip to the. Mongolian over 
the ice, and they will help the sailors if 
it .becomes necessary to take the pas- 
sengers ashore. 

The night on board the Mongolian 
was an anxious cne, despite the fact 
that the officers assured every one 
the shore couid be reached, and that 
ample warning wwuld be given if the 
stout side of tne stecmer showed signs 
wf being unable to withstand the pres- 
sure of the ice. The passengers dis- 
ayed great patience. Fishermen who 
went out over the ice curing the early 
inorning, brought 
shore. 

How the Ice Trapped the Ship. 

To those who visited the Mongolian 
many of the passengers recounted how 
the ice pack bore down on the steamer 
yesterday as she neared the coast until, 
hemmed in on every side, further prog- 
ress was completely stopped. 

Then came the effort of the little 
steamer Prospero to break through the 
ice at the harbor’s entrance and open 
a lane for the larger st« amer. 

Many of the passengers bound to Hal- 
ifax and Philadelphia on the Mongolian 
thought the Prospero would at leas. 
reach them and perhaps enable them vo 
lend and there was much disappoint- 
ment when the ice pack was seen to 
gather steadily around the little steam-

The two steamers lay in practically 
the sam» position throughout the night. 
There was some movement of the big 
bergs as the tide rose and fell, and the 
Weight of the great ocean current sweep- 
ing along shore from the north extend-

The weather today was favoreble for 
voth vessels. The morning broke cloudy 
dut with only a slight breeze from tte 
north and there was no indication of 
a shift of wind to the eastward for 
the barometer held high. 


Oldest Inhabitant= Amazed. 
Many of the older inhabitants are un- 


able to remember such an extensive ice 
field off St. Johns. The sight of a 
mighty procession of bergs marching 
steadily dowri the coast to final dissolu- 
tion on the ‘grand banks is a-familiar 
one. to the inhabitants of the Bast 
Coast. 

But as a rule these small! children of 
the mightier glaciers of Greenland and 
Spitzbergen have marched singly or ‘in 
small groups, and it is: unusual for 
them to mass. up into field forty or fifty 
miles wide and hundreds of miles long. 

Steamers seeking this port in the 
Spring have been caught and held for 
several days, but it is many years since 
a vessel has been. s0 completely sur- 
rounded by an ice field. 

Many of the passengers were surprised 
at the extent. of the field when they 
came on deck this morning. They went 
to bed last night confident a lead would 
be opened up in the morning and that 
the harbor would be gained. But when 
they found the Mongolian in an even 
firmer grasp they became soméwhat 
discouraged, although assured by the 
officers that there was no danger. 

They saon became resigned to the con- 
ditions and settled down to wait either 
for release or for word to go over the 
side and start over the ice for shore. 
This latter contingency seemed remote 
at noon today, for the Mongolian was 
still making a stout fight against the 
bergs. ’

TAILS HIMSELF 


IN UNDERTAKING

Bennett Fritsch Ends Life 
With Carbolic Acid After 
Careful Plans.

Bennett Fritch, 27 years old, killed 
himself by swallowing carbolic acid, 
early Thursday, in his sleeping room, at 
the rear of Guprge L. Pleitsch’s under- 
taking establishment, 65984 Maston ave- 
nue. 

Letters which Fritch left, addressed to 
he Post-Dispatch and to the Coroner, 
said that a disappointment in love was 
the cause of his suicide. In the letter 
to the Post-Dispatch he named the 
woman to whom, he said, he had.been 
engaged. The loss of property which he 
named in his 
letter as a cause of jis act. 

Fritch was the nephew and namesake 
of a well-known St. Louis musician, 
leader of the Standard Theater orches- 
tra. The uncle died Sept. 2, 1906, after 
being injured in a scuffle at the Aschen- 
broedel Club, 3555 Pine street. 

A note which was found with the 
three sealed letters asked ‘that the news 
6@ young Fritch’s. death be conveyed 
Mildred Fritch, widow of his 
uncle, who lives at 589% Theodosia ave- 
nue. , 

Dispute About Property. 

Mrs. Fritch said she could not explain 
the suicide. She said her nephew had 
quarreled with her over. property held 
by her, which he claimed, but said she 


did not think this trouble was sufficient 


to have caused him to end his life. 
The notes left by Fritch were full of 
reproaches toward the wonjan who, the 


promising to marry him. 
The letter. addressed to the 
said. in part: 

Iiturned down my own relatives 
for her. I didn’t even go to see my 
grandmother when she_ died, to 
please her. She. threw slurs at me, 
saying if I went to see her, I would 
make up again, and they would turn 
me against her. So I shunned them, 
all for her. I reaily loved her, for 
when we were not quarreling; she 
had a lovely disposttion. 

I intended to marry her as soon 
as I got work anc was able to sup- 
port her, for we have been engaged 
to marry for two years. 

After giving up my relatives and 
everything I had for her, and she 
to treat me in the way she did,- I 
thought I would let the public know 
my downfall and the reason I took 
my life. 

In a letter addressed to the editor of 
the Post-Dispatch Fritch told further of 
his troubles. He wrote in part: 

Last September I fell heir to a 
small estate. I assigned it over to 
her, -and: now, because I am out of 
work, she wants to break off our 
engagement and quit me cold. 

Then she wantec me to give her a 
deed of trust for $500 she said I 
owed her, which I did. 

I gladly gave her a deed of trust 
for the $500, because'I wanted to do 
the rigat thing. Then I got out of 
work anc she started to quarrel with 
me. So one day she asked me would 
I give her a deed of trust for $300 
if shé advanced me the money. I told 
her I would and did. 

I gave her a deed of trust for $303 
and gave her $100 back of the $300 
she gave me, for her own personal 
use. 

4 let her handle «jl the moncy and 
would ask her for what little change 
I needed. I got a sult and overcoat. 
for $38 cut of it, and the rest went 
for eatables, except $107 she threw 
af me one night and told me to leave 
the house and never come back. I 
went away a week later. 

I wrote her a letter and met her 
at a store downtown. I took her to 
the show and we made up again with 
understanding that I turn over the 
balance of my estate to her, which 
I did. After she had got that, she 
started to quarrel again and told - 
me she would take me to court if I 
didn’t stay away. 

So, giving up my relatives and 
all I had for her, and away from 
her, ruined for life, I thought I 
would let the public know why I 
took my life. BEN FRITCH. 

Slept in Undertaking Shop. 

Fritch had pbéen an apprentice in 
the’ undertaking establishment since 
last January. He received no regular 
salary, but Pleitsch paid his living ex- 
penses. It was his duty to sleep at 
the shop, and his room adjoined the 
small cooling reom, or morgue, where 
bodies frequently remained over night. 
There was no body in the cooling room 
Wednesday night. 

His body was found When an em- 
ploye opened the piace at 8 a. m. A 
night lamp had been extinguished, in- 
dicating that the suicide took place 
after dawn, A part of the acid, which

Business Men’s .League Presi- 
dent Calls Prosecutions of 
Roads “‘Senseless.” 


In Luncheon Speech, He De- 
clares Political Reasons 
Actuate the Suits.

The Missouri rate litigation was de- 
nounced by James FE. Smith, president 
of the Business Men’s League, as an 
injury to every resident of the State 
in a speech delivered at the monthly 
luncheon of the League at the Jefferson 
Hotel Wednesday. 

W. W. Finley, president of the South- 
ern Railway, was the guest of honor 
and delivered a speech on ‘Modern 
Methods of Railroading.’’ He made a 
plea that the railroads be let alone. 

Mr. Smith said: 

“A tyrannical series of prosecutions, 
apparently for nothing but political 
prestige, has been carried on until the 
people of the State are disgusted, A 
suit actually has béen filed to oust ev- 
ery railroad from the State of Missour’. 

“Owing to these unfortunate condi- 
tions, only two of the 17 railroads in 
Missouri are paying dividends. The 
senseless prosecutions aiready nave cost 
Missouri more than $100,000 and nothing 
has been accomplished. It is safe to 
say that they have cost the railroad 
that much, if not more. 

“Evemif the suits were won, the peo- 
ple of the State would be the losers. 
The only object of these senseless prose- 
cutions is.to keep a few aspiring politi- 
clans in the lifelight. The thing for the 
business men to do is to work together 
for a return to sane and sound condi- 
tions. 

Favers Proper Regulation. 

“Prover regulation of the railroads is 
wise, but the senseless wave of antag- 
onism now sweeping over Missouri ha3 
gone too far. 

“The demagogue who insists on ruin- 
ous rates is the enemy of every man, 
woman and child in Missouri. Everyone 
knows the railroads have stopped spend- 
ing any money except for actual operat- 
ing expenses and that this condition will 
continue until these prosecutions are 
stopped.” 

Mr. Finley said: 

“Tt is the right of the railway, and it 
is an economic necessity that its man- 
agers should have the utmost 4iberty in 
the management of its affairs consist- 
ent with the preservation of the rights 
of the public, for a great business, such 
as transportation, on the efficiency of 
which all other kinds of business are 


jacket or restrictive and destructive reg- 
ulations and be expected to prosper and 
perform efficient service. 

“Tt is the duty of the public to pay 
for railway transportation at rates that 
are not unreasonably high when meas- 
ured by the service performed, and it 
is the duty of the public—and is now 80 
recognized by the law of the United 
States—to avoid soliciting or trying to 
secure, by any means, directly or in- 
directly, any discrimination in rates or 
service such as it is the duty of the 
railway to avoid granting.’’ 


Would “Double Track” Roads. 
He said it was of great importance to 


the business interests of St. Louis that 
the railroads of the South and West be 
“double tracked,’’ adding: 

“All that I\ have said as to the im- 
portance of the improvement of railway 
facilities applies with equal force to the 
waterways of the United States. Whilé 
waterways can never take the place of 
railways, there are inany localities, one 
of which is St. Louis, in which rail 
transportation can be effectively supple- 
mented by water transportation. 

“No other phase of modern methods 
of railroading has been so much dis- 


adjustment of charges for transporta- 
tion service. It is a matter of common 
knowledge that railway rates in the 
United States are lower, when measured 
by the service performed, than in any 
other country, and that their tendency 
has been steadily downward. The aver- 
age rate per ton per mile has been re- 
duced from 1.28 cents in 1880 to 7.59 
milis in 1907. In relatively a few in- 
stances reductions in freight charges 
have been made by the exercise of gOV- 
ernmmental authority, but, generally 
speaking, they have been made by the 
railways as the result of the working 
of economic laws. Whatever may have 
been the case in the early days of rail- 
ways, when the economic forces gOvV- 
erning their charges were but imper- 
fectly understood, it is ¢ertain that un- 
der modern conditions railway rates are 
not made arbitrarily. As a matter of 
fact, they are controtiea to such an ex- 
tent by economic forces that the discre- 
tion of the railway ntanager in adjust- 
ing them is confined withirt very narrow 
limits,’’

Sifted Down to W., B. Wells. 

By a painstaking process of elimina- 
tion all the passengers on the steamers 
which had left that port fallowing Fort- 
ner’s flight were acCounted for except 
W. B. Wells. They were either at home 
again or at the ports for which thev 
haid sailed. 

“WW. B. Wells’ could not be found, and 
the fact that that was the name of the 
vice-president of the Third Nationa! 
Bank, where Fortner had cashed the 
cashier’s check for $11,000 he had ob- 
tained from the St. Louis Union Trust 
Co. was an additiona) clew. Fortner 
used only two aliases—‘‘W. B. Wells’’ on 
the steamer to Panama, and “Paul 
Brown,’ which the name of an officer 
of the Mercantile Trust Co., under 
which name he bought a ticket on the 
La Normandie from Colon to St. Na- 
zaire, France. 

Fortner’s photograph was identified 
as being the portrait of both ‘‘Wells”’ 
and “Brown” by the crew of the Paris- 
mina, by several people on the isthmus 
and by the steamship agent at Colon 
who sold him a ticket te France. 

The crew of La Normandie recognized 
Brown in it, and the Paris p:stice later 
picked up W. B. Wells at 60 Rue des 
Mathurins by it. 


Picking up the trail of Fortner 


Was easy when the detectives reach- 
ed New Orleans. Fortner had made him- 





accompanied by sandwich men bearing 
his name. and a brass band to herald 
his approach. On his way to Panama 
his cigars, his airs about his clothes, 
his complaints about the fogad on the 
steamer. his association with two Kan- 
sas City bartenders on their way to 
4obs on the Isthmus, and his flashy ties 
and vests cemented him in the mem- 
ories of those who had seen him and 
sat at the table with him. 

On board he changed his clothes three 
times a day and wore a white yachting 
cap. In Panama he changed his heavy 
Northern clothes for whité ilannels« 
and a Panama hat. 

While on the six-day’ run from New 
Orleans to Colon he did hot assnciate 
with the passengers. on the decks, nor 
was he attentive to any of the ladies, 
which was commented on. Most of 
the time he spent in the 
saloon playin poker, But none 
of the games were bigger than 
penny ante, although once a bluffer 
complained that tlhe stakes were small, 
and Fortner promptiy offered to raise 
them to $1000 or take off the roof if 
that was not going high enough. 

On the Isthmus he was an active 
sightseer during the two weeks he was 
there and crossed it several times. 

It was known that he had $9700 in 
$100 bills when he was in Colon, for he 
iceft that sum in the charge of the 
preprietor of the Imperial Hotel. When 
he was arrested in Paris it was found 
that he had $1200 deposited in a bank. 
Tne Pinkertons do not believe that he 
spent $8500 since his departure from Co- 
lon unless he gambled heavily on the 
way across the Atiantic, or ‘‘blew it in’’ 
in seeing the gay life of the boule- 
vards.

Apartment House in Chicago 
Destroyed by Series of 
Blasts and Flames. 


STARTED IN BASEMENT 


One Woman Throws Baby in 
Safety to Crowd,’ Then 
Jumps and Is Injured. 


CHICAGO, May 2.—Twenty or more 


persons were injured, some of them se- 
riously, by dropping from second-story 
windows, in a fire starting from a gas 
explosion, which destroyed the Toledo 
Flats, Sixty-fifth street and Minerva 
avenue today. 

The first explosion occurred in the 


basement, and was followed by others 
in various parts of the building. Flames 
purst forth in several quarters, and 
balls and stairways became choked with 
flames and smoke. Those in the build- 
ing were throw, into a panic. 

Dropped Baby From Window. 

Mrs. E. C. Updegraff. who occupied a 
filct on the second floor, rushed to a 
Window holding ner 4-year-old baby in 
her arms. Her screams attracted a crowd 
who cried to her to throw the child, 
and it would be caught. Mrs. Upde- 
graff, leaning far out of the window, 
dropped her boy, who fell safely into 
a dozen upstret '.e" argns. Mrs. Upde- 
graff. hersclf then climbed out, and, 
aiter hanging to the ledge, droppe« 
She was seriously injured, and was 
taken to a hospital. 

Mrs. A. Elmore, a third-floor tenant, 
also was injured by jumping from a 
second-story window. She lived on the 
third floor, but escaped to the second 
floor, where further progress was cut 
off by flames and smoke. Mrs. C. Bal- 
lard, who is deaf and dumb, was in 
her flat on the fourth floor when the 
fire broke out. She was assisted t 
safety by other occupants of the build- 
ng. 

Janitor Badly Burned, 

John Miller, the janitor, was in the 
basement. He was severely burned by 
the first explosion and was taken to 
a hospital. His condition is said to be 
serious. 

Mrs. Catherine Garmody escaped 
through the hall and was. severely 
burned. She and an elderly womar, 
whose name could not be learned and 
who jumped from a second-story win- 
dow, were taken to hospitals: 

Among those who escaped was a Mrs. 
Hern, who rushed into the street car- 
rying her pet parrot. Then she realized 
that while saving the bird she had for- 
gotten her mother, 89 years old. Mrs. 
Hern rushed back into the flames, but 
fainted before she had gone far. Méan- 
while her mother had reached the lower 
floor, and both women were rescued by

10 END STRIKE 


Judge Permits Wide Latitude 
at Trial of Labor Leaders 
in Chicago. 


TO SHOW THE CUSTOM 


Contractor Testifies That De- 
mand for $2750 Was Later 
Reduced to $1500. 


CHICAGO, May 20.—Wider latitude in 
the introduction of evidence was given 
the prosecution by Judge McSurely today 
in the case against “Skinny’’ Madden, 
F. A. Pouchot and M. J. Boyle, labor 
leaders, charged with conspiracy to ex- 
tort money in the settlement of a strike 
against the Joseph Klicka Co. 

Judge McSurely’s ruling followed sev- 
eral hours of argument and allows the 
State to introduce witnesses net directly 
concerned with the Klicka case, but 
who, it is said, will give testimony tend- 
ing to show that the alleged extortion 
in the case at bar was merely an inci- 
dent of a general policy pursued by the 
defendants. 

The first witness called by State’s At- 
torney Wayman under this ruling was 
Jacob Scharmer, a building contractor, 
who told of a strike called last Septem- 
ber on the plant of the Jewel Tea Co. 

Offer to Settle Strike. 

“I asked Pouchot why the strike had 
been called, and he said certain sheet 
metal sleéves for the coffee roasting 
plant had been placed in the plant by 
nonunion labor,”’ Scharmer testified. ‘I 
told him that if that was his only kick, 
I would have the sleeves torn out and 
new ones put in by union men. 

‘Oh, don’t Bother about that; leave 
them where they are,’- Pouchot said. 
He told me to see Madden and make 
him a Cash offer to settle the strike.” 

The witness related a later interview 
with Madden in which he alleged Mad- 
den demanded $2750 as his price for call- 
ing off the strike This, the witness 
said, he reduced to $2700. 


Price Was Cut in Two. 
“You'll have to get off your high 


horse,’ I told him. Then I went to see 
Fred V. Skeff, president of the tea 
company. We talked it over, and then 
I returned to Madden. 

**You’vée got to use some common 
sense,’ I told him. ‘We've got to agree 
on a decent price or fight it out. on 
other lines.’ 
$1500. 

“T asked him how Skeff was to pay 
the money, and he said that Skeff 
should bring along a confidential man to 
meet a similar agent, who would be 
with Madden. These two agents were 
to be left alone in a private room where 
the money was to change hands.” 
Skeff, when put on the stand, said 
that he took the money, all in $100 bills, 
to Madden, and that the latter told him 
to put it in an envelope. This he did, 
and left the sum on the desk in the 
otfice used by Madden.

GERMANS IN AIRSHIP MYSTERY 


Strange Craft, Carrying Two Men, 
Alights, but Soars Away .When 
_Approached. 

LONDON, May 2%.—The mysterious 
aeroplane or airship, the alleged per- 
formances of which have been men- 





tioned, is becoming a perpetual night- | 


mare. The newspapers for some time 
past have recorded the testimony of 
various persons who declare they have 
heard or seen it flying over the eastern 


counties and the North Sea. 

Now this latest Flying Dutchman. has 
turned up in the neighborhood of Car- 
diff, where a wayfarer, according to 
his own account, saw a cigar-shaped 
airship aground on the summit of 
Gaerphilly Mountain at about midnight. 

He tells a circumstantial story. He 
relates how he’ watched the two men, 
forming the crew, apparently repairing 
the machine until they saw the watch- 
er, when they hastily embarked and 
soared away. 

A newspaper reporter went to the 
scene and found the ground had been 
torn, as if by a plowshare, and various 
printed papers,’ one in French, contain- 
ing technical directions, and numerous 
newspaper clippings dealing with aero- 
nautics. While some newspapers pro- 
fess skepticism, all print the details.

The soubriquet, “King of the Joy 
Riders,”” has been given by the police 
to William Lisle Johnson, 17 years old, 
erstwhile chauffeur and now prisoner 
at the Newstead Avenue Police Station, 
who admits that he “borrowed” a busi- 
ness man’s maciiine which he pickéd up 
on the street, and took a party of young 
people in it to a St. Louis County re- 
sort, 


He. denies being guilty of any other 
offenses of the kind, but the police say 
the descriptions of the “Joy ride’’ chauf- 
feur, given in many complaints made 
to them, fit Johnson. 

General Order to “Get” Him. 

The young “King of the Joy Riders” 
has been out of the city since he had 
to jump from an aute and take to his 
heels when hotly pressed by deputies ia 
St. Louis County March 3, but he re- 
turned several days ago and a general 
order was issued to the police to “get” 
him. 

Wednesday night he appeared at 
Channing avenue and Pine street, and 
Patrolman Carroll of the Manchester 
Avenue Station, arrested him. 

The joy ride of the night of March 3, | 
which proved Johnson’s undoing, was | 
taken in a big white touring car be- 
longing to F. Z. Salomon, manager of 
‘a department store, who lives at 4950 
McPherson avenue. It was taken from 
in front of the Columbia Club, Lindell 
boulevard and Vandeventer avenue. 

Johnson, at the wheel of the machine, 
scurried to 3301 Morgan street. which 
is Miss Frankie Beverley’s home. He 
took Miss Beverley and several of her 
friends out into the county. 


Owner Pursues in Another Car. 

Meanwhile, Mr. Salomon, guessing 
what route would be selected by the 
joy riders, jumped into another ma- 
chine as. soon as the big white car 
was missed. He buzzel out to a well- 
known beer garden and beat the white 
car there. 

‘He did not -have to wait long. He 
and a deputy sheriff were ready to 
pounce on the white car when it ap- 
peared, and they did so, but Johnson 
saw them, hopped to the ground and 
disappeared in the darkness at a speed 


‘Beyond’ thé ‘sprinting’ powers either of 


Mr. Salomon or the deputy. 


“King’s” Companions Are Held.” 
The other occupants of the car—John- 


son's guests—were compelled to stay 
in the machine while it was driven 
back to the city. They were taken 
to the Newstead Avenue Station and 
question. 

They said that they knew their host 
only as “Mr. Johnson,” that he was 
a chauffeur and that they had sup- 
posed he was entitled to use the car tn 
which he invited them to ride. They 
promised to testify against Johnson if 
he were captured, and the police re- 
leased them at Mr. Salomon’s request.

Lost Millions in 1907. 

The extent of H. H. Rogers’ fortune 
is unknown even to close friends. The 
best estimates place it from. $40,000,000 
to $60,000,000. A trifle more than two 
years ago he was reputed to have $100,- 
000,000. In the “silent panic’’ of March, 
1907, which laid the foundation for the 
great panic the following October, he 
was the heaviest individual sufferer. 
His losses at that time are figured at 
from $30,000,000 to $50,000,000. 

Rival financiers, generally believed to 
have been captained by J. Pierpont Mor- 
gan, who had been camping on his trali 
fot years, gave him no mercy in the 
spring of 1907. Dozens of times Mr. 
Rogers had done the same things to 
others, grinding up the poor and rich 
in his money-making machines, but it 
was a crushing blow when he was 
caught himself. He never got over it. 
The worry and anxiety brought on the 
stroke of apoplexy from which he suf- 
fered in the summer of 1907, and after 
that he was never again the same reso- 
lute, fighting, aggressive Rogers. 

He ceased speculating, avoided finan- 
cial combats and devoted himself to 
putting his affairs into quiet, conserva- 
tive channels. 

Though a resident of New York for 
35 years, the State will not collect a 
penny of inheritance tax by his death, 
as his legal residence was in Fairhaven, 
Mass., the town in which he was born. 

When John D. Rockefeller first began 
his campaign to crush or buy up rivals 
he found he must use different tactics 
with Pratt & Co. They had a refining 
process better than his; they had plenty 
ef’ money and were men’ who knew the 
strength of their position. So he had to 
take them in as ground-floor partners, 
and if anything they the bettér of 
the deal, largely through the shrewd- 
hess of Rogers. ; 

From that time until his death, H. H. 
Rogers was a mighty factor in the oil 
business. It was he who worked out the 
scheme of piping oil. For the past 15 
years he was the actual head of the 
Oil Trust. 

Who will take Mr. Rogers’ place in 
the many corporation boards of diréc- 
tors with which. he was connected is a 
problem. While his son, H. H. Rogers 
Jr., has shown some business capacity, 
his experience has been brief. 

Arrangements for Mr. Rogers’ funeral! 
were completed teday. The services will 
be held in the Church of the Messiah in 
this city at 10 a. m. tomorrow, the 
Rev. D. Robert Collyer officiating. A 
quartet from the Mendelssehn Gleen 
Club will sing. The body will then be 
tcken to Fair Haven, Mass., and simple 
services will be held on Saturday in the 
Memorial Church which Mr. Rogers 
gave to that community. The interment 
will be in a mausoleum which Mr. Rog- 
ers caused to be erected some years 
ago in River Side Cemetery in Oxford 
near Fair Haven.

Crippled Building Ratiroad. 

It was Mr. Rogers’ ambition to build 

a railroad out of his own funds. and 
it was that ambition which put him in 
a position where he was badly squeezed 
in the spring of 1907, This enterprise, the 
Virginia Railroad Co., better known as 
Rogers’ Tidewater road, runs from Deep 
Water, W. Va., 442 miles to Sewell’s 
Point, near Norfolk, Va. It was built to 
tap the Rogers soft coal fields in the 
Kanawha region of West Virginia. It 
was formally opened April 23 last. 
/Mr. Rogers planned to spend $40,000. 000 
on the road, and to hold all the stock 
lumself. It is believed it cost much 
more than $40,000,000. He had put $20,000, - 
oo of his own money into it when the 
money pinch began In 1907, He was tied 
up in many ways. His large holdings in 
Amalgamated Copper were shrinking in 
value. 

When he marketed some of his gilt- 
edged holdings, the ground was cut 
from under his feet. Rivals had learned 
of his predicament, and beat down 
prices everywhere. 

Then he had to borrow money, and he 
was badly squeezed at that. He found 
ne couldn't build the Tidewater road 
with his own resources. First he sold 
317,500,000 of notes. He had to pay 7% 
per cent interest, and also gave the 
brokers a bonus of stock before he could 
get the money. That he was still pressed 
as late as May, 1908, was shown by the 
fact that he then had to issue additional 
notes for $3,750,000 to get money to pur- 
cnase equipment. 

To secure these $21,250,000 of notes he 
uad to put up as collateral 2000 shares 
of Stahdard Oil stock, worth $14,000,000,

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RAILROAD REACTION. 

The applause which greeted the protest of 
President Smith of the Business Men’s League 
at the monthly luncheon of that organization, 
against what he called the persecutions of the 
railroads in this State, indicates a decided reac- 
tion among business men from the anti-railroad 
hue and cry. The evidence of this reaction here 
is merely the reflex of a widespread sentiment. 

The reaction is caused largely by demagogic 
politicians who,’ attempting to make political cap- 
ital out of popular indignation at railroad abuses 
and evils, have gone to extremes of denunciation, 
litigation and legisletion directed agcinst rail- 
road interests. There has been a competition 
among political leaders to outstrip each other in 
attacks upon railroads. The result has been an 
accumulation of disasters far in excess of the 
normal damage which invariably attends the 
reform of abuses and the checking of evil prac- 
tices, no matter how wisely and carefully the 
ehanges may be accomplished. That railroad de- 
velopment and construction have been checked 
with great injury to the whole country cannot 
be denied. 

But, on the other hand, there is danger that 
the reaction may go to extremes and thus not 
only stay progress in the right directiou, but -de- 
prive us of what has been gained. Tuat railroad 
manipulation, exploitation and overcapitalization 
must cease is settled. That railroad regulation 
by government will be perfected is certain. We 
have come to the true view of the railroad as a 
public servant whose duty is to serve the public 
| impartially, honestly, efficiently, at reasonable 
cost for the service performed. 

In the rush for low rates and new grounds for 
legal prosecutions we are apt to overlook the de- 
sirable object so ably presented by President Fin- 
ley of the Southern Railway at the league’s 
luncheon—the improvement of the service to meet 
increasing transportation demands and the prop- 
er conditions of safety and efficiency. Under 
needed improvements should be grouped better 
construction, better materials, more tracks, ade- 
quate equipment, expert, well-paid employes, new 
lines, more trains, every element that enters into 
the perfecting of freight and passenger trans- 
portation. 

Much is yet to be accomplished in habe lines 
of improvement, especially on Western railroads. 
Certainly the conditions of railroad transporta- 
tion in Missouri are far from satisfactory. There 
might be more advantage to the public in the 
double tracking-of the leading lines, the improve- 
ment of train service and of facilities for 
handling traffic than in a reduction of rates. In 
looking into the earnings of railroads it might 
be wiser to inquire whether more money ought 
not to be put into their roadbeds, equipment and 
service improvements rather than less into their 
coffers. 

These physical conditions of railroads are =f 
paramount importance to the public. Their per- 
fecting is essential to safety and to commercial 
expansion. The problems they present cannot be 
solved by the arbitrary acts of uninformed legis- 
ae gm They must be worked out with patience 
and understanding, keeping in view the interde- 
pendence of railroad and public interests and the 
rights and duties of both. 
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Washington street car companies are being 
prosecuted for overcrowding their cars, and just 
for that—still, on thinking it over, we can dis- 
cover no form of new revenge a street car com- 
pany can take.

Anna Held, the musical comedy songs‘ress, has 
announted she will retire from the stage after 
next season. She acknowledges the possession of 
a fortune in excess of $1,000,000, the tribute an 
easy-going public has paid to her abilities. What 
are the abilities that have enabled her te amass 
such a fortune? 

Miss Held or Mrs. Ziegfeld sprang from no- 
where in the Paris cafes to celebrity on the 
American gtage in a season. She made a daring 
venture in vaudeville, attracted attention less by 
her chic French manner than her songs, suppos- 
edly the more risque because rendered in her 
native tongue and then she fell in with Florenz 
Ziegfeld, a theatrical promoter and an adept in 
the art of publicity. Thereafter milk baths sup-

ruthless and cold-blooded in his business 
relations, yet in private life the most 
companionable of men, a man of warm 
sympathies, philanthropist, sportsman, 
and manifesting an unysual capacity for 
friendship—altogether a singular blend 
of opposite characters.° 

Rebert Louis Stevenson would have

O’Brien Proved Too Frail to 
Make Impression on Gigan- 
tic Champion. 








RY ROBERT EDGREN, 
FHILADELPHIA, May 2.—forty-five 
hundred fight-mad spectators shrieked 
encouragement to “Philadelphia Jack’ 
O’Brien last night as the agile Quaker 
used every trick at his command to 
outpoint Jack Johnson. Had any decision 
been given it would have gone to 
O’Brien by a small margin. He used al! 
of his remarkable speed and skill to 
outbox the gigantic negro and keep out 
of danger. While it always looked as if 
Johnson was about to land a knockout, 
O’Brien weathered his rushes and at 
the finish was the fresher of the two. 
Johnson did practically all of the dam- 
age and showed that had he been in any 
kind of condition O’Brien would have 
had no right in the same ring. 

But Johnson, with his usual disregard 


Jof public opinion, came into the ring as 


fat as a prize porker at a country fair. 
It was evident that he had not trained 
and his body was round and of a shiny 
smoothness. There‘were fat wrinkles on 
his neck and at his elbows when he 
doubled his great arms. Before the 
first round was over he was puffing like 
a fat man after chasing a car and ‘he 
perspiration dripped so fast that he left 
a trail as he moved about the ring. 
O’Brien’s punches, except one that half 
closed Johnson's left eye and a few that 
found his stomach in the last rounkl, 
did no damage, yet-at the end of the 
sixth Johnson was so slow that he 
couldn’t get out of his own way. It was 
a sorry showing for a ehampion and a 
man: practically matched to fight Jim 
Jeffries for the greatest honor the prize 
ring has to give. 

I said Johnson did all of the. actual 
damagé. In the first round he looked 
like a sure winner. He knocked O’Brien 
down heavily with a terrible left to the 
stomach, swinging his heavy arm stiff 
and straight like a club. Later in the 
fight he landed a right hander that 
closed O'’Brien’s left eye completely and 
another right that nearly lifted the 
Quaker from his feet and must have 
loosened his téeth. 

It was a great crowd that jammed its 
way into the National Atheltic Club. 
There was $23,000 in the house—a figure 
touched only once before in Philadel- 
phia—when Terry McGovern — Bat- 
tling Nelson fought. 

At the call for the sixth and last 
round both men met and reaching ‘ar 
out touched the tips of their gloves 
cautiously in imitation of a handshake. 
O’Brien immediately missed a left .and 
got a jarring right on the jaw for his 
failure. He jumped in again and drove 
his left into Johnson's stomach. That 
blow hurt. Enraged, the ebony giant 
floundered after O’Brien as fast as his 
tired legs would let him. Shifting and 
wriggling to get out of danger ‘‘Phila- 
delphia Jack’’ ducked right under John- 
son’s extended arms and came up behind 
him, Again he jammed a left into the 
big black man’s stomach. Johnson 
winced, but returned the blow in kind. 
Then, as if he didn’t like the sport very 
much, he backed away toward the ropes, 
while O’Brien danced about him in and 
out, stinging like a hornet. Two more he 
landed just over the spot that has been 
softened by a champagne diet ever since 
that famous fight in Australia. The big 
negro fell completely upon the defensive 
and slapped O'Brien's blows down. 
O’Brien was tiring, but he wasn’t 
winded like the fat and now unwieldly 
giant. “One more minute, Jack,’’ chant- 
ed the ringside, encouragingly. O’Brien, 
who had the six-round game down to a 
science, took no more chances, but 
jumped about swiftly, content with 
making Johnson miss. So the fight 
ended. 

Johnson was never in real danger of 
anything by losing his breath through 
entine lack of condition. O’Brien was 
in danger often enough, but his really 
remarkable skill puiled him through 
Without any more sérious injury than 
a few bruises.

Forrest has helped considerably in 
the victories of his team. 
His father’s theory of baseball is that 
the game should be run from behind 
the bat. So his son, in believing this, 
Linsists upon his fellow players observ- 
ing it. He will not get into position be- 
hind his bat until all of the players are 
in their proper places. If a fielder is 
15 feet from where he should be, young 
Forrest’s quck eye catches this imme- 
diately and he will yell out to the player 
to get into position. 
For so small a boy he has a very 
good arm, and because he has the quick- 
ness of a cat, it is a very clever base 
stealer who gets by him. 
The boy is modest about the record 
that he has made on the diamond this 
year. 

Praises His Comrades. 
‘Tt’s all in knowing the game,” he 
said.

Who Encourage Federa- 
tion Leaders. 


NEW YORK, May 2.—That the policy 
of the National Manufacturers’, ASso- 
clation is to be as warlike as ever to- 
ward organized labor was shown in the 
speech of acceptance of John Kirby, the 
new president. 

“My policy is the policy of David M. 
Parry and J. W. Van Cleave,” he said. 
“Multiplied by two!’ yelled an en- 
thusiastic delegate, and Mr. Kirby 
smiled assent. 

“The question that is uppermost 
our minds today is the labor question,”’ 
he continued., ‘I have been elected as 
your president, not on account of my 
ability, not on account of my national 
reputation, but because you know where 
I stand on the labor question.” 

As an illustration of methods to be 
pursued, Mr. Kirby referred to an in- 
cident of the Civil War in which Gov. 
Seymour of New York attempted un- 
successfully to quell a riot in Troy with 
a pacific speech. 


Artillery for the Lawless. 
“Then a Captain wheeled a 12-pound 


gun into line and the rioters dispersed 
in every direction. That’s my way of 
dealing with a criminal,’’ cried Kirby. 
“The only way to handle that animal 
is to take him by the herns and shake 
the cussedness out of. him. 

“The labor question involves a great 
principle that should not be com 
promised if America is to stay America.”’ 
He asserted that the life of the Amer- 
ican Federation of Labor was hanging 
by a thread, in proof of which he said: 
“It is seeking the aid of women’s 
clubs, the aid of the Y. M. C. A. and 
every philanthropic organization it can 
stick its wicked head into, and planting 
the seeds of socialism and anarchy.” 
He told of a lodge of organized labor 
using a Y. M. C. A. “to denounce in- 
junctions and the courts. He wanted 
members of the association who were 
supporters of the Y. M. C. A. to see 
that the same thing did not happen in 
the organizations to which they extended 
aid. 

President Kirby denounced all men of 
prominence who gave personal recogni- 
tion to leaders of the American Federa- 
tion of Labor. 

“We find men of prominence, who 
ought to be ashamed of themselves, har- 
boring the leaders of that organization 
and sending them out over this country 
to address women’s clubs,’’ Mr. Kirby 
went on. “‘That is the greatest danger 
we have. If it had not been for that 
class of people organized labor of the 
militant type would be as dead as a 
mackerei today. 

“Take away the lawlessness, the vi- 
ciousness, the picket, coercion and such 
criminal acts, and let organized labor 
stand squarely and fairly as a business 
proposition, and we can solve the labor 
problem without any of this philanthrop- 
ic aid which these people think they are 
giving for the benefit of humanity.” 
Mr. Van Cleave of St. Louis received 
a bronze tablet commemorating his ad- 
ministration, a check for 310,000, a dia- 
mond ring and a ruby stickpin.
